PROVISIONS OF ART IV C 8(C) ARE: CHAD, CENTRAL AFRICAN REPUBLIC, 
URUGUAY, PARAGUAY, NICARAGUA, EL SALVADOR, ECUADOR, SANTO DOMINGO. 
URUGUAY WAS REPORTED TO HAVE SENT CHECK TO UNESCO TO COVER ITS 
ARREARAGES, BUT CHECK HAD NOT BEEN RECEIVED AS OF OPENING OF 
EMERGENCY SESSION.
